Hutchinson 
on Peoria avenue at Eleventh s te e t. 
Alderman Gage then asked th at the 
m atter of a new sidewalk on Henne­ 
pin and Ninth street in front of A. 
J. Kay ’s property be taken up, which 
was laid by contract by J. W. Kelly 
about five y ears ago. This m atter 
was referred to the sidewalks commit­ 
tee for a fuller report at nex t meet­ 
ing. The petition of the residents on 
W alnut avenue between Spruce and 
Pine streets and oa Spruce street be­ 
tween W alnut and Chestnut avenues 
for the ex tension of the city water 
mains for 300 feet, was referred to the 
committee on water and lighting. 


GRANT LICENSE FOR SALOON. 
J. J. Twomey ’s petition for a license 
of a dram shop a t 705 Depot avenue 
was granted by the motion of Alder­ 
man Gannon. On the motion of Ald­ 
erman Gannon seconded by Alderman 
Gaffney the ordinance committee was 
requested to draft an ordinance which 
should be ready for the nex t meeting 
of the council for the higher license of 
street fakirs, and th a t this ordinance 
should contain a schedule of fees 
which 
sball be paid by such fakirs. 
A pro po sed o rdinance, fo r making 
the o ffenders o f city o rdinances wo rk 
out their 
fines o n a sto ne pile was 
abled by the mo tio n o f Alderman 
Gannon, as such an ordinance was 
shown to be impracticable. 
BONFIRE WILL BE NO MORE. 
An ordinance making it unlawful to 
deposit refuse of any kind—grass, gar­ 
bage, wire, iron, etc., in or upon any 
private lot or preapses within fifty 
feet of any such street, alley , lane, 
avenue, or any other public thorough­ 
fare or property was passed last night. 
The second section of this ordinance 
makes it unlawful for any person 
within the city lim its to set fire or 
cause to be set fire to combustible 
m aterial without first having obtain 
ed a w ritten permit from the May or 
so to do. The fine for the breaking of 
this ex ceptional ordinance is not less 
than $3 or more than $25 
AecordiQg- 
ly the old fashioned bonfire is the 
thing of the past unless it meets with 
the favor of the may or. The vote on 
the new law was approved by all the 
city fathers ex cepting Aid. Whalen 
who voted no. 


NO MORE NOISE ON FOURTH. 
The aldermen m ust have had their 
ears blasted sufficiently during the 
celebration on July 4, for ail tim e to 
come, for an ordinance was passed last 
night prohibiting the use of any noise 
producing ex plosive in the city of Dix ­ 
on 
Accordingly , every law abiding 
esident of Dixon should be careful 
when lighting a m atch less this stren­ 
uous law should be broken—noiseless' 
smokeless matches 
will be the only 
kind used in this 
city henceforth. 
This ordinance makes it unlawful to 
use ex plosives, 
fireworks, firearms,
